Art, X, The PostsOtice Departments of 
the United States and Canada shall each return 
to the ather all doad Isttars, unopened and with- 
out charge every three months, or oftener, as 
‘may best anit the general regulations of each 
department. 

Arr XI Tho expence of transporting the 
mails between the frontier exchange Owices. 
where tho conveyanes is by Water, sHall be 
borne equally bythe two departrents; but 
whau the transportation is by land, the ex- 
pease shall borne hy each in proportion to the 
diatance travelled over the territory of each 
country, All contracts for euch transportation 
shall, befare they go into operatiou, be aproved 
by the Poxt-UF ce Department of each coun- 
iry. 

Art. XIE Tonis arrangement shall go into 
opaation onthe sixth of, April next, and it 
may be modifivd from time to timd, as may 
be agreed upon by the parties thereto; and it

Stutea, and deliverable at any of the respec» 
tive offices of exchange to be thence conveved 
to thoir destination, shall be registered at tho 
office of mniling, on the application of the pers 
son posting the sarme: Lvovidel, That the 
fl postage charg able thoreon to destination, 
together with a registration fee of five cents 
on each letter, be prepaid at such mailing of 
fico: And Provided also, That such registras 
ton shall not be compulsory, and sholi net 
render the respective Pout-Office Department 
of the United States or Canada, or their reve- 
nuea, liab'e tir the Joss of such letter or pacs 
kets, or the eontents thereof, 

Ant, IL All such lettera or packets mailad 
in the interior of the United States or Canada, 
respectively, shall be recsived, registered, and 
receipted for, as directed in the general regu» 
lations iseved in eack country in regard to the 
registration of valuable letters, and shall be 
sent to the respective exchange offices for the 
purpose of being fcrwarded thence by the firat 
mail, / 

Arr, III The respective exchange offices shall 
make a scpstate letter bill for each registered 
letter, or parcel of registered letters originally 
mailed atgaid exchange offices, or sènt to 
them to be forwarded, as prescribed by the 
regulations referred to in Article IL, and shall 
enter therein the name of person addressed 
and the post-office to which itis to be mailed 
for delivery. The postmaster of said exchange 
office will then mail each such letter, or pare

IV, On receipt of registered letters for 
delivery or distribution at either of the respees 
live exchange offices, the postmaster of such 
receiving offica will comparo the letters with 
the bill, and dndorse it ‘correct,” if it is 
found ao, or will note the error, ifthere be one, 
in the manner prescribed with regard to rer 
gistered letters received from an inland poat- 
office. He willthen fill up the corresponding 
return bill, noting upon it whether correct or 
otherwise, and will see that it 1s returned by 
the first mail thereafter to the exchange office 
of mailing. ` 

Anz. V, Registered lotters received af either 
of the exchange offices, and destined for an 
inland post-ollice, shall be forwarded in the 
same manner ag otl.er registered lettera origi- 
nally mailed at auch ofco, 

Ane, VI. The registration fes of five cent 
shall agerue to the United States Post-Office 
Department upon all registered letters sent 
irom the United States to Canada, and to the 
Canadian Post-Otfice Department upan’all res 
giaterad letters sent from Canada to the Unit- 
ed States. 

Anr VII, The present article shall be con-

Whereas a pceastal Convention between the 
United States of America and the Republic 
of Moxico wae concluded and signed at the 
city of Mexico on the 111h dey of Decemhar, 
one thousand oight hundred and sixty-one, 
which convention, being in the English lans 
guage is word for word, as fol’owa :— 
POSTAL CONVENTION BETWEEN THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND THE 
UNITED MEXICAN STATES. 


The United States ef Ameriea and the Unite 
ed Mexican States, being desirous of drawing 
more closely the friendly relations existirg be- 
tween the two countries. and of facilitating the 
prompt and regular transmission of correspond- 
ance between their respective territories, have 
resolyad to conclude a postal Convention, and 
have named ag their plenipotentiarics, that is

The President of the United States of 


America has appointed Thomas Corwin, a cite 
izen of the United. States, and their envoy ex- 
traordinary and minister plenipotentiary near 
the Mexican governmont; and the President 
ofthe United Mexican States has appointed 
Sebastian Lerdo de Tejada, a citizen of the 
siid states, and a deputy of the Congress of 
the Unicn, who, after having communicated to 
each other their respective full powers, fuund 
in good and due form, have agreed upon the 
following articles :-—~ 

Ant. I. There shall be charged upon all let-

At no time within the past six years have 
the mista of the future, for us, bean divested of 
go much of their opacity as within the past two 
teonths, Our wrongs, commencing xt the 
east with the N, Y. Herald, have been sounded 
from the shores of the Atlantic to the Rocky 
mountains; arousing, in our behalf, the sym- 
pathies of the people thoughout, The Herald 
DEYÒ: — 

The condition of Arizona, as ehewn by the 
reports of Governor Safford in our iesue of pes- 

terday, may well bə considered by the federal 
wuthorities at Washington. The mineral re- 
eourses of the country, it is well known, sre 
suormous, From 1589 to the com mencementof 
the Apacho war tha gums realized by she Span- 
jards and Mexicans were startling, aud the 
develcpment made during the shoit time thal 
the Americans could operate in the Territory 
proved that ancient reporte were not exag~ 
gerated. The neglect caused by the war and 
vhe building of the Pacific Railroad by the 
Northern route has drawn the attention of our 
people from ‘the Territory and delayed its 
civilization and development, But al! its ad- 
yantages remain, Aside from its mineral 
wealth tho best route ior next railway to the 
Pacifice lies ‘thrauvh i, and the lues have al' 
ready been commenced. 

“Moreover, its mineral wealth, while disre- 
garded at home, hag eecu:ed spacial attention 
abroad. Forrign capitalists are making pur- 
chases of land with the intention of puitirg 
Jorge amounts upon the work of developing 
Where the mineral fields nre of 
such vast extent n single success will induce 
further efforts aud investments, and the returns 
which must inevitably follow wiil soon render 
assistance or protection from the government 
supererogatory. Governor Safford and others 
assure us that the agricultural resources of 


Arizona areon a par with its minerals, It 
surely seems, therefora, n short-sighted policy, 


for want of such aditional protection as may be 
needed, to discourage immigration or the intro- 
duction of foreign capial, The poicy of all 
government hay been to extend aid iv the 
shape of protection to new Territories and 


*¢golrnies, until they may nequiro strensth 


anough fo protect themselece, In the early 
xettloment of all our orher Western Territories 
our government has extended the ué¢edad proe 
tection with an unapating hand; nor could 
the Pacific Railroad, which has added se mack 
‘tothe wealth and glory of our county, bave 
been campleted vitbok this fostering care. 
Why should the Territory of Arzona be get 
apart as the only place within the limits of the 
Unitud States where the Indian may without re- 
steaint rou, morder and davestote? ‘The

Anoruen Vrotosy :— Wednesday's mail from 
Apache Pasa has brought us an account of 
another brilliant victery achieved over the 
savages of cachise by thut already famous In- 
dian-fighter, Colonel Baruard. Cachise, for 
some two or three weeks, continaed tò depre 
date in the naighborhood of ‘Apache Pass, but 
whan pursued succeeded, in moat instances, in 
escaping, About the 25th nlt, Colonel Bar- 
vard with a scouting party of 75 men, including 
gnides, packers, ete, went in pursuit of this 
notorious savage, and on the 29h astracl his 
truil where it led into the foothills of the Dra- 
god mountaing; a retreat which appeared in - 
necessible,” But, Barnard has already, many 
times, given proofs that he is not one to be 
balked by any obstacle not evidently unsure 
monntadle; and with his charscteristic energy 
and skill procee led to lay his plans to entrap 
the cunning Apache leader, Under cover of 
night he climbed to the ran ‘heria, a distance of 
several miles, and teok his position; and on 
the morning of the 30th commenced the attack 
The Indians were taken entirely by surprise 
nnd disappeared by apparcntly innumerable 
tanuntain trails, but uot, however, until after 
Gfreen warrious were atretched dead upon the 
apot and two prisoners reenrod, The bar of 
gold, taken from the Apache Pass mine, and 
in the possession of Col. J. P, Stone when 
murdered, wasfound upen the person of one of 
the dead Indians, A large amount of stolen 
property was recovered, among which were 
@everal mules belonging to Mr Daily whose 
train wag captured rear the boundary line of 
New Mexico a few weeks previously.

of the fourteenth amendment to the Constita- 

tion ofthe United States, So help me God’ 
(or on the pains and penalties of perjury, as 
the cese may be.)” Which oath or afirmation 
when ao filed, shall be entered on record by the 
secretary of state of the State of Georgia, and 
suid oath or affirmation, ora cony of the record 
thereof, duly certified by snid secretary o! 
state, shall be evidence in all courts and places, 
And every person claiming to be so elected, 
who shali refuce or decline ne,slect or.be ura- 
ble to take one of said oaths or affirmations

Arizona surely has a right toher placa in 
the American Union, and yet in far too much 
that is uttered and done, in other quarters, we 
sée a disposition to cut her off from the family 
of States and Territories, What better than 
this is {he spirit of the proposition to fyrnish 
her Government supplies by the way of Guay- 
mas? The settlers along the Gila need the 
ragssing of the Government trains for their pro~ 
tection against the Indians, Stop those trains, 
and consign those settlers to the tender’ mer- 
cies of the savages, and how much better is 
this than acinally cutting off their valley from 
the American Union? And observe the argu- 
ment used in favor of such a course. Secres 
tary Rawlins (peace to the Chief of Staf!— 
but he surely erred here) said: “I am in 
favor of the route through Mexico, not only 
on economic grounds, but also for reasons of 
high public policy, We are going to acquire 
thai country some day, and we must do all wo 
van to Ameri anize it.” “High public poli- 
ey,” indeed! To desolate a portion of coun- 
wy already acquired, for the sake of Ameri- 
canizing renion which we may acquire | 

And the sam> spirit breathes through ton 
miny of the utterances of the Press, The 
N. Y. sunis nad upon assisting the Cubans 
in their strazgle for liberty; probably with 
a view to welcoming them ‘nto the Union, if 
they suecee] in establishing independence, It 
wants more territory, in fact; but bow doeg 
it feel towards the territory we already have? 

è says : “The Territory (Arizonn) is of no use 
to anybody but the contractors; the whole con- 
cern ought to b> abandored, unulit can be 
mude‘of come advanture to somebody to ovens 
py the Terrivo-y.”

paw. Here it might be supposed that the 
hungry bear at once devours his prey, but no; 
it is far too wary to do so; it knows full well 
that where the babe is there mnst be a mother, 
and that she will be in search of her darling! 
therefore the bear scrapes away thé snow from 
the seal hole, and holding the young seal by 
the flipper, allows it te founder about, and 
when the mother approaches, the bear slyly 
draws the young seal towards it until the old 
one is within reach, when he seizes her with 
the other paw, and thus captures both. The 
mode in which the bear captures the seal ‘on 
the ice ig very similar to that followed by the 
Esquimaux. When at s distance from the 
seal, the bear throws itself down and stealthily 
crawls or hitches along towards the seal, and 
ifthe seal looks up it lies perfectly still and 
makes at the same time a noise which lulls the 
seal; the bear repeats the operation until it 
approaches i's victim so near that escape is 
impcssible, when it falls a prey to Bruin’s ap- 
petite, Another mode of obtaining food by the 
bear is to watch from a elif the movements ot 
the walrus, who are fond of sunning them- 
selves upon the rocke, and when one of these 
has taken up a cchvenient position for the 
bear's purpose, the latter lifts a large piece of 
rock, and, with astonishing accuracy, ‘hraws 
it down on the animalis head. Ifthe walrus 
is only stunned, the bour runs down, and with 
the rock hammers its victim on the head une 
til itis cead. When attempting to capture a 
seal in water, the bear sinks his body beneath 
the surface of the sea, leaving only the head 
above woter, which resembles a piece of fica -

tt may be seen for tiles, It is located in a des 
pression or basin in the rocks and bears* guch 
a striking resemblance to a well, that a casual 
observer would imagine ita work of art rather 
than of nature, The volume of water im this 


well varies at certain periods of the year, and - 


increases and diminishes in on unaccoantable 
manner and without any perceptable eause, 
sometimes it overflows, and the watey forming; 
quite a rivulet escapes in lhe valley below 
where, as is ugual with streams in Nevada, it 
sinks or evaporates, while at other times, with~ 
out apparent cause, it is lowered in the elk 
from ten to twenty feet beldw the wall which 
surrounds it, and thereby hanga the tradition’ 
of Lu-an-a~pab, as handed down from father 
to son among the noble Piutes, which ia as 
follows: A great many years ago, long ere 
the existence of the pale faces wag made ap- 
parant tothe Red man, an Indian and his 
squaw, insearch of the nut of the pinon, which 
coustitutes at certain seasons of the year, one 
ofthe staples of the Pinte commissary, in 
passing by the spring or well at its lowest stage 
discovered a crow’s nest, Comtaining geveral 
young ones in a crevice on the side, a few faet 
above the boiling water, but quite beyond their 
reach. Anxious to secure the prize which the 
nest cuntained, Lo, whichis Latin for Indian, 
taxed his inventive powers to their utomst exe 
tent to devise ways and means for obtaining 
it, At length an expedient suggested itself 
which was immediately put in execution. 
Stooping over tbe brink of the seething caulds 
ron, Lissquaw took hold cfhis pedal extremities 
and lowered him down onthe side of the spring 
until the coveted priza was reached. Twist- 
ing his lithe body half-way round, the crows 
wero handed, one at time to his dusky mate, 
who, with one hand disengaged, endeavored to 
retain them in her grasp untilher liege lord 
succeeded in depopulsting the nest.
